Alberta’s. Biggest Oil 


Fortune

The man who has drilled more dry holes 
than anyone else in Alberta looked around 
the crowded salon of Calgary’s friendly Pal- 
liser Hotel where 242 members and guests 
of the Western Canadian Petroleum Associa- 
tion were celebrating its first anniversary. 
“Three years ago,”’ he mused, “the members 
could have met around a table, yet it’s my 
guess that there’s $100,000,000 in personal 
wealth represented here tonight.” 

The estimate was promptly pooh-poohed. 
(The income tax collector is not a popular 
figure in Canada’s oil lands). Yet, even 
halved, the sum is still sufficiently sizable to 


give an indication of the extent of the oil 
boom. 

Someone pointed out that Eric Harvie 
was not present. “If he were,” said the 
wealth guesser, “you could add on another 
$50,000,000 at least.” 

This is no time to question his estimate. 
The story of Eric Harvie is not representative 
of the men who put their faith in oil, took 
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chances, made and lost small fortunes or 
grew lean in depression days before cashing 
in on the bonanza, but it is easily one of the 
most fascinating. 

Harvie, now a man in his middle fifties, 
was a well-established Calgary lawyer who 
had married into the wealthy Southam pub- 
lishing family. Among his clients was an 
English firm, Western Leaseholds, which 20 
years ago bought up the mineral rights of 
500,000 acres of freehold land checker- 
boarded across northern and central Alberta. 
The idea was to develop coal deposits but 
after a while the company become dormant. 


In lieu of legal fees, said to amount to around 


$48,000, Harvie took,over the rights. 

He had hopes of being able to dispose of 
them, but because of the scattered nature of 
the property there were few takers. Later, 
of course, this weakness was to prove to be 
its strength. 

Eventually he made a deal with the Shell 
Oid Co., whose geologists had an early hunch 
about Alberta oil, whereby they took an 
option on some of the land. Seismograph 
tests were encouraging, but the war had in- 
creased Shells world-wide commitments. Six 
days before Imperial Oil spudded in (started 
drilling) what was to be Leduc No. 1, Shell 
pulled out—a decision which still causes Shell 
men to pull their hair in exasperation when 
they think of it. Although it was not imme- 
diately apparent, Harvie’s luck was still hold- 
ing. Had Shell gone ahead and succeeded, 
his royalties would have been slight. 

Harvie is said to have disposed of some of 
his Redwater interests for a cool $10,000,000 
in cash and to have a 1214 per cent royalty 
on oil produced by Imperial on property ob- 
tained from Western Leaseholds. 

Unlike most oil men who will talk the hind 
leg off a derrick, Eris Harvie is reticent and 
retiring, and although enjoying the respect 
that almost inevitably goes with considerable 
wealth, is not considered as belonging to the 
select group who were born with petroleum 
in their veins. Success is no criterion. Two 
of the best loved are Tom Brook and Basil 
Jones, who haven’t brought a well in yet. 
When they do it will be a popular win. They 
are always in there trying and, as Art Mew- 
burn, one of the successful old-timers says: 
‘If you sit in a poker game long enough, 
you’re bound to win.’

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Standing at the Crossroads

WASHINGTON.—The time has 
really come for Americans to put 
up or shut up. 

Ever since the end of the war 
we have been talking a coalition 
of the free world which would 
stand up against Russia. 

We have made major contribu- 
tions toward the building of that 
coalition—the Marshall Plan, At- 
lantic Pact, and all the rest. We 
have nothing to be ashamed of. 

But not until now have we 
really, seriously, been faced with 
the question whether we  our- 
selves are ready to join it and sup- 
port it all the way. 

We were not faced with that 
question because until now there 
always was some other country 
or condition standing in the way 
of fulfillment. So we were in fav- 
or of something which was not ob- 
tainable. 

It’s easy to be in favor of some- 
thing which can®% be had. 

But it’s different now. The Lon- 
don conference made the differ- 
ence. It wasn’t that the confer- 
ence itself did anything big or 
spectacular. Technically, it only 
set up an Atlantic Pact council 
of deputy foreign ministers to 
manage co-operation among the 
signatories of the Atlantic’ Pact 
(which just improved on an 
organizational structure which al- 
ready existed) and issued a lot of 
good resolutions. 

The French, in one of the really 


great reversals of policy of all 
time, have decided to bury the old 
feud with Germany and enter into 
a real economic partnership with 
their traditional enemy. This is 
the opposite of what France did 
after 1914. It is what we have 
condemned the French for five 


years for not doing. It is a move 
which could be the foundation of 
a real revival of the economic and 
political might of western Europe. 
It probably is the biggest act of 
French political initiative since 
before 1914. 

Less spectacular, but perhaps 
equally important, is the British 
discovery that an inter-European 
payments scheme can be worked 
out. The European “integration” 
which Paul G. Hoffman of ECA 
has been preaching suddenly is 
lifted from the _ will-o’-the-wisp 
level to the level of attainable 
reality. Here is potential power— 
economic, political and military. 

A French-German, plus British, 
plus Canadian and American, co- 
alition would be the biggest, 
strongest coalition ever forged in 
history. It would make the West 
so strong that only sheer madness 
in the Kremlin ever would induce 
the Russians to challenge it with 
force. What is more, it can be 
had. There it is—an attainable 
condition! 

Now it’s up to us to decide 
whether we really want it. 

If we really want to settle the 
cold war without a shooting war, 
here is the way of doing it.

Riots Rock Fort Prison 
After Decades of Misrule 


EDITOR’S NOTE: Here is the story that no Alberta news- 


paper has ever dared reveal. 


It is the shocking, unbelievable 


story of Fort Saskatchewan jail, of the man who rules it with an 
iron hand, told with brutal truthfulness, with no punches pulled. 


Nothing has been exaggerated. 


Countless persons were inter- 


viewed, and weeks were spent by this newspaper in investigating 
this shame of Alberta—Fort Saskatchewan. Here, for the first 
time, the facts are bared, for all to see. 


PART ONE 
Rising from the banks of the North Saskatchewan river, 
20 miles northeast of Edmonton, are a collection of gaunt, con- 
crete buidings maintained in solitude by locked doors and bar- 


red windows. 

On a dank day, the fog rises in- 
cessantly off the river, casting a 
pall of gloom over the institution. 
It is a gloom that well belongs 
there. 

Sealed off from the outside world 
in virtual seclusion, this is a king- 
dom of 400-odd men. and women, 
ruled over by a hardened _ jailer 
who growls from the bottom 


of his chest, and bellows out com- 
mands to subjects and visitors 
alike in a harsh and stacatto voice. 


John D. McLean, warden of Fort 
Saskatchewan jail, paced the floor 
of his office, turned and pounded 
his desk with his fist. 

“If it’s war they want, it’s. war 
they'll get!” 

“Send for the Mounties,” he 
screamed. 

Refuses to Listen 

This was the prelude to a riot 
that at last burst the dams of hate 
building up under McLean’s admin- 
istration at Fort Saskatchewan. 
Next morning, 300 determined men 
demanded a hearing from McLean, 
They struck in the mess room of 
the institution and refused to leave 
until he would hear their griev- 
ances. 


He refused to do so. 


Masked Mounted Police rush- 
ed into the cavernous hall, The 
dull thud of exploding tear gas 
bombs resounded throughout the 
building, and soon a swirling 
mass of helpless men charged to 
and fro in chaos throughout the 
enclosed walls. 

McLean had won again. The 
reign of terror continued un- 
checked, 

J. D. MeLean has been running 
Fort Saskatchewan in this manner 
for decades. 

He joined the staff of the jail in 
1915, after leaving a job as a la- 
borer on a railway construction 
project. 

No Reform 

Made warden in 1924, this man 
has been administering a filthy and 
rotten hell-hole with little apparent

regard to the welfare of those who 
come under him, or their relatives 
whose fate is tied up with his sub- 
jects, or of even the most casual 
reformative methods which are 
supposed to constitute the policy 
of the jail. 


His reign has not gone entirely 
free of suspicion, however. 
tigated in 1940, he was suspended 
from his post, along with a senior 
matron of the women’s jail, Julia 
Jackson. 

Yet no reasons were ever given 
to the public for his dismissal, and 
a month later he was reinstated in 
his position. 


This has always been the way 
things have been done at Fort Sas- 
katchewan.- “No reasons, no com- 
ment, nothing to say; not in the 
public's interest to know,” and so 
on. 

Once before, in 1934, the top 
blew off this simmering caul- 
dron of shame, when a mass 
meeting at an Edmonton hall 
was addressed by four ex-pris- 
oners, who exposed the Fort 
for what it is—‘a criminal fac- 
tory.’ 

It is the most elaborate, most 
efficient, and most degrading fac- 
tory in the land. It turns out 
hardened criminals at a time when 
Alberta is suffering from the most 
severe crime wave it has ever ex- 
perienced,

The jails of the province, ‘at a 
cost of $300,000 a year, are in 
business to manufacture criminals. 

A short while back, J. D. Mc- 
Lean told an inquisitive news- 
paperman that “there’s good in 
everybody, and if they are treated 
right they don’t make trouble.” 
McLean apparently doesn’t live by 
this. philosophy, because there's 
plenty of trouble at Fort Saskatch- 
ewan, even if it doesn’t get into 
the daily papers. 


Who’s Responsible? 


Cause of troubles is rotten food, 
filthy living conditions, low imental 
grade of guards, and complete lack 
of educational or reformative fa- 
cilities. This is despite the fact 
that the booklet ‘Rules and Regula- 
tions of Alberta Jails,’ asserts that 
the prime purpose of Fort Sas- 
katchewan is to reform inmates. 


Which is the best policy for a 
prison to follow: To degrade men 
under absymal conditions and 
turn them into hating, spiteful 
criminals, or to introduce proven 
methods of reform that can make 
such people into self-respecting, 
worthy members of society? 

Here is how Fort Saskatchewan 
operates:

Rotten meat fed to inmates. In 
mass the prisoners become so ill 
they cannot perform their menial 
tasks, can only lie sick on straw 
cots, suffering from ptomaine 
poisoning.

An interesting spec- 
imen of tropical flower is the re- 
nowned Regina lily which blooms in 
the artificial lakes throughout the 
gardens.

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Little Known Prophet 
Was of Royal Birth 


Zephaniah is one of the minor prophets about whom little 
is actually known. The prophecy, in the first chapter and first 
verse, states that the prophet was the great-great-grandson of 
Hezekiah and this seems to indicate that he was of royal birth. 


He shows, in various ways, that 
he knows the ways of the royal 
family and the court, for he con- 
demns them for imitating foreign 
manners and behavior and dress. 

Zephaniah 
when wise and courageous leader- 


spoke at a_ time 


ship was needed in Judah. The 


people had become careless in 
their religious duties and many 
of them had taken up the prac- 
tices of idol worship. More se- 
rious was the fact that many of 
the people were forsaking the 
ways of God altogether. The 
prophet saw all this and deter- 
mined to lead his people to an 
understanding of what their sons 
meant . 

The prophet condemned the 
leaders of worship for mixing 
the worship of Jehovah with that 
of Baal. To Zephaniah this was 
as bad or worse than turning 
away from God, Many of the 
people had become cynical, 
claiming that God would do 
nothing even if they were doing 
wrong. This was their excuse 
for entering itno all kinds of evil 
practices. 

Zephaniah denounced the wrongs 
which he saw, from the rulers 
who were aping the styles and 
social practices of foreign nations 
to the coldly indifferent who did 
It took 
real courage for him, a descendant 
of the royal family himself, to tell 
the members of the king’s house- 
hold of their sins. It always 
takes courage to tell people about 
their wrongs, but it is one of the 
duties of God’s people to help their 
fellow men to a better, more godly 
life. 

As the “chosen people of God,” 
the people of Israel had been 
the recipients of special favors 
from God. Now they seemed to 
forget their precious heritage in 
the promises made to Abraham, 
Jacob, Moses and others of their 
great men, Zephaniah felt that 
this was worse than the invasion 
of enemies. It means a loss of 
their character as a _ righteous 
people and, as a consequence, he 
felt sure they would be terribly 
punished. He pictured a day of 
judgment which was terrible to 
contemplate and urged the peo- 
ple to repent ,and turn back to 
their old ways of pure worship, 
in the hope that Israel might be 
saved from destruction. 

A careful reading of the proph- 
ecy of Zephaniah, with his re- 
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counting of the conditions cof the 
times and the manners of .the 
people, will, to the thoughtful 
reader bring out a striking simi- 


larity with conditions of our 
times in our nation, We, as 
Canadians, have a heritage 


which we should cherish with 
every ounce of energy in our 
being. But our people are in 
danger of the same punishment 
that was meted out to Israel for 
practising the same evils, the 
paramount evil being an evidence 
of “forsaking the worship. of 
God altogether.” 

During this series of lessons, 
we have seen how the prophets 
stood as guardians of true reli- 
gion in their time. Their words 
come down to us as warnings 
against similar evils of our day. 
Shall we ignore these warnings 
and check upon ourselves before 
it is too late? 

It is true that modern religion 
does not place enough emphasis 
on the act of God’s justice and 
the inevitability of judgment for 
sin. We are too prone to think of 
sin as a disease which can be 
cured by some form of therapy, 
much as we heal the ills of our 
body. But sin cannot be ended 
in that way, The way of re- 
pentance is still the only way to 
rid the world of sin, whether it 
be on the part of an individual 
or a nation. 

*Real repentance, sucn as 
Zephaniah was asking for, does 
thrée things to a person: It 
brings him cleansing for past 
wrongdoing; it turns his steps in 
a new direction with a new pur- 
pose, and it gives him new pow- 
er for achieveing that purpose. 
Bulwer-Lytton. declares: ‘There 
is a future left to all men, who 
have the virtue to repent and 
the energy to atone.”

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Even Farm Homes 
Can Have Nice Lawn 


Farm homes can have beautiful 
lawns. Proper preparation of the 
area to be used for lawns is all im- 
portant and care in preparing the 


soil before seeding the lawn will 
eliminate many unnecessary diffi- 
culties. 

Land to be used for lawns should 
be heavily fertilized with well rot- 
ted manure, and be well summer- 
fallowed for at least one full year. 
The summerfallowing will kill ‘un- 
desirable plant. growth and will 
help destroy many weed seeds. 
During the summerfallow year the 
area should be levelled. Rolling two 
or three times during the season 
will help to indicate the hallows 
and humps, and will therefore aid 
in the levelling process, 

Just prior to seeding ,the lawn 
area should be given a shallow cul- 
tivation, then rolled or packed once 
or twice to give a smooth, level, 
firm seed bed. 

Grasses suitable for use in mak- 
ing lawns in the western provinces 
are Kentucky Blue, Creeping Red 
Fescue and Fairway Crested 
Wheat. Kentucky Blue is not 
drought-resistant and is recom- 
mended only where artificial wat- 
erings can be given or in areas 
where there is ample moisture. 
Creeping Red Fescue makes a 


‘closely knitted turf and will do well 


in many areas without artificial 
waterings. Crested Wheat grass 
does not make a close turf but will 
Stand a great deal of drought and 
is therefore valuable in dry areas 
where artificial watering is not 
practicable, 

Kentucky Blue grass should be 
seeded at the rate of one pound of 
seed to one hundred and fifty or 
two hundred square feet and creep- 
ing Red Fescue and Fairway Crest-

pound to one hundred square feet 
of lawn surface, , 

Lawn seeding may be done at 
different times of the season. Or- 
dinarily the best time for this oper- 
ation is about the end of May or 
the first week in June. Crested 
Wheat grass may be seeded suc- 
cessfully just before winter sets in 
or early in the spring. Small 
lawns can be seeded by hand, the 
Large lawns can be drilled in shal- 
seed raked in with a garden rake, 
lowly, using a seed-drill.

In this way, along with loss 
to property, the farmer will lose 
the major portion of his yearly 
come. 

With these facts in mind, the 
federation urges all Alberta 
farmers to assist their flood 
stricken neighbors by helping them 
to become re-established when 
they can return to their homes.

On the Control of Couch Grass 


Couch Grass or Quack Grass 
control presents one of the toughest 
weed problems in Western Canada, 
Intensive cultivation is still the only 
effective way of controlling large 
infestations of this~creeping peren- 
nial grass weed. A brief description 
of two common but distinctly differ- 
ent cultural methods of fighting 
Couch Grass is presented here. 

Method I. This is the older 
method of Couch Grass control. It 
is based on the principle of exposing 
the lower stems and roots to. the 
drying effects of wind and sun 
during the hot, dry, midsummer 
period, It involves shallow plowing, 
starting in mid-June, followed by 
repeated and deeper tilling as the 
season advances. The persistent use 
of the duckfoot or spring-toothed 
cultivator is necessary in order to 
bring the entire stem and root 
system to the surface. 

Method II, The object of this newer 
method of Couch Grass control is 
to starve the plants to death—a 
matter of exhausting the food sup- 
plies which are stored in the roots. 
It means repeatedly cutting-off the 
green portions of the plants. The 
one-way disk is a particularly effec- 
tive implement for this purpose. 
If the disks are kept sharp they will 
penetrate the toughest of sods, and 
make a thorough ‘cut’ at shallow 
depth. Diskings should commence 
about mid-June and continue at in- 
tervals of not more than two weeks 
during the summer and fall months. 

Whatever cultural method is 
adopted, - systematic, well - timed 
cultivations are necessary for suc-

Weather Delays Work 


3 tinews On New Oil Pipeline 


HUGHENDEN. — Extremely unseasonable weather has 
been delaying work on the $93,000,000 oil pipe line being built 
from Edmonton to Great Lakes, but despite this about 100 miles 


have been completed near this eastern Alberta town. 


Interprovincial Pipeline company 
officials state that although the 
initial period of construction is be- 
hind schedule, the 1,100-mile line 
will be completed this fall. 

Hughenden-Edmonton spread of 
the line is now snaking its way 
day by day toward the capital city. 
Huge ditching machines are at 
work gouging out the earth, and 
crews of men are welding and 
lowering the pipe into the ditch. 

Plans are to have oil pouring 
through the line by October. It 
was originally planned to build the 
line from Edmonton.to Regina only 
but now extensions will carry oil 
to Superior, Wis., and to Winni- 
nipeg, as well as pipe oil from the 
Redwater fields into Edmonton, 

The Alberta section of the pipe 
line passes near Provost, Hardisty, 
Amisk, Hughenden, Czar, Killam 
and Daysland. 

In the two eastern divisions, 
from Regina to Gretna, Man., 
and from Gretna to Superior, 
Wis., flood conditions and heavy 
spring snowfalls have prevented 
work, except in a few areas. 

Officials of the pipeline firm 
said the delays experienced so 
far are not serious and that pro. 
viding summer work can con- 
tinue at a good pace, the pipe line 
will be completed on schedule.

The main differences responsible 
for their varying abilities to pro- 
duce hay, are in crown develop- 
ment, height and vigor of plant, 
and in density of foliage. for in- 
Stance, Ferax has been welcomed 
as a new variety because of ils ten- 
dency to set more seed than Grimm, 
but it has characteristically thin- 
ner foliage and fewer leaves than 
most of the varieties under trial 
and these deficiencies appear to be 
responsible for its relatively poor 
performance in the hay tests. On 
the other hand, Ladak is stall, vig- 
orous and has a dense foliage. 
Rhizoma develops a dense crown, 
but at Brandon its reputed creep- 
ing root habit has not been strik- 
ingly evident.
